1 . Claim 1 is pending in the application. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because figure 
numbers " 1 " and "2" have both been used to designate the same figure. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid

abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in 
the top margin as either "Replacement Sheer or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any 
required corrective action in the next Office action.

Specification 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is not a concise statement of the 
technical disclosure and attempts to use legal phraseology. Correction is required. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). For examples of proper abstracts Applicant is referred to the prior art of record 

Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
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basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old 
apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure 
of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly those for compounds and compositions, 
wherein the process for making and/or the use thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set 
forth a process for making and/or use thereof.

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns,"

In chemical cases it 
should point out in general terms the utility- of the invention. If possible, the 
nature and gist of the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S.C.

1 1 2, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form, i.e. "what 1 claim". The structure which goes to make 
up the device must be clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized and 
correlated in such a manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in 
one sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) ched. 

9. Claim I is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite in that it 
fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. This claim is an omnibus 
type claim. Specifically, Applicant state's "of my Baby Handy's baby wipes," which does not 
indicate what Applicant is including or excluding from the claim. 
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10. The term "Baby Handy's baby wipes" in claim 1 is unclear and renders the claims vague 
and indefinite. It is unclear if this is a trademark name or not It is also unclear from the 
specification what constitutes a "Baby Handy's baby wipe," i.e. what is the wipe made of or its 
structural features. For purposes of examination any wipe is considered to constitute a "Baby 
Handy' s baby wipe. 

If "Baby Handy' s baby wipes is a trademark/trade name. Where a trademark or trade 
name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular material or product, the 
claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. See Ex parte 
Simpson, 218 USPQ l020(BAApp. 1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or 
trade name cannot be used properly to identify any particular material or product. A trademark 
or trade name is used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a 
trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or

trade name. 

Claim Rejections - 35 VSC § 102

11. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States, 
(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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12. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by Zafiroglu (U.S. Patent 
No. 4,773,238). 

Regarding Applicant's claim 1, Zafiroglu discloses a baby wipe (col. l t line 31) in the 
shape of a mitten (col 6, line 52). . 

13. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Rojko et al. (U.S.

Patent No. 4,902,238). 

Regarding Applicant's claim 1, Rojko discloses a baby wipe (title) in the shape of a 
mitten (col J, line 25). 

1 4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Roe et al. (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,501,002). 

Regarding Applicant's claim 1, Roe discloses a baby wipe (col 2 t lines 28-29) in the 
shape of a mitten (col 16, line 4).

Conclusion 

1 5. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in this field 
usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention disclosed. 
Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or agent to prosecute 
the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon skilled preparation and
